PROBATION REPORT 


Law Rep. Ed Stack read the report from the committee formed by 
council for the purpose of studying the probationary system now enforced 
by the university administration. One of the sore points-dealt with in 
the report was the prevention by the administration of a student with 
low mark’s participating in extra-curricular activities regardless of 
whether or not those activities were,a primary cause of the low marks. 
Two appendices were read by Ralph Miller and Dave Macdonald, which 
related to the poor preparation the high school curriculum made for the 
proficiency demanded by the university. It was felt that not one student 
in ten knows how to study efficiently when he leaves high school. The 
compulsory lecture system was also treated with attention, but not with 
enough thoroughness to suit Joe Brumlik, who thought the subject de- 
served much more complex treatment than that which the committee 
gave it. Discussion took place as to whether or not the appendices 
should be tabled to the next meeting, but it was felt that the whole 
subject should be thrashed out at:one time.

By SU For Services Rendered 


Honoraria to the sum of $1,325 are 
being spent this year by the Stu- 
dents’ Union for recognition of ser- 
vices rendered to students on the 
campus. Awarded honoraria are: 
members of the Students’. Union 


executive, members of the public- 
ation staffs, members of the Stu-- 
dents’ Union Building house com- 
mittee, and those holding other offi- 
cial positions under the jurisdiction 
of the union. Three new items have 
been added to the list of honoraria 
this year: director of photography, 
director of the Telephone Book, and 
public relations officer. Coach of 
Public Speaking Club was stroked 
from the list as the position no 
longer exists on the campus. 


Speculation arose Wednesday 
night at council as to whether stu- 
dents took on jobs because of the 
awards or because of a keen interest 
in the job. President Lougheed 
stated, “I don’t think jobs are taken 
for the honoraria. For one thing, 
it isn’t widely enough known and 
the remuneration from the jobs is 
not that great.” Held under dis- 
cussion: for a time was the fact that 
some of the awards don’t seem large 
enough for the work. done by the 
student. “Although some seem 
low,” said Walter Dinwoodie, secre- 
tary and accountant of the union, 
“it is hard to give everyone the 
amount he deserves.”

The “Lorne Calhoun Memorial” 
award is now a part of the Stu- 
dents’ Union Constitution, council 
decided Wednesday night.

North For Annual Spring Tour 


Tentative plans for this year’s 
University 
Mixed Chorus were announced by 
Conductor Richard S. Eaton at last

For the first time the eighty 
members of the 130. voice chorus 
who go on tour will travel to 
centres in Northern Alberta. Spring 
tours of Southern Alberta were held 
in 1947, 1949, 1950, and 1951. As in 
the past it is expected that travelling 
will be done by chartered buses. 

According to present plans the 
Mixed Chorus will leave Edmonton 
on the morning of May 4th.

To meet the expression of interest 
by Canadian. students, the National 
Executive of the National Federa- 
tion of Canadian University Stu- 
dents has decided to give the matter 
of the proposed Russian student 
visit to Canada a complete complete 
and serious consideration. Expres- 
sions of interest in the tour, coming 
to NFCUS in the form of motions 
passed by student from campi across 
Canada has put forward varying 
ideas and points of view about the 
proposed tour. 

The executive is now asking the 
students’ unions of the universities 
across Canada to consider the fol- 
lowing proposals, and to give their 
delegates to the 1952 NFCUS con- 
ference, to be held at Laval Uni- 
versity, motions and recommenda- 
tions of their student bodies re- 
garding them. 

Twelve to fifteen Russian students 
will visit Canada for three weeks.

100 Policies Sold 


In Union Building 


Insurance Plan 


Roughly one hundred twenty- 

payment life insurance policies have 
been sold to date, under the Union 
Building Insurance Plan, Jim Wood 
and his assistant, John Sherwin, 
have announced. 
’ Premium for this policy are ap- 
proximately twenty-five dollars an- 
nually with insurance for one thou- 
sand dollars incase of death, or two 
thousand. dollars double indemnity. 
Premiums are paid by. the company 
if the policyholder, during the 
twenty-year life of the policy, is 
totally disabled for longer than six 
months. 

The plan was orifinated_with the 
view. of financially aiding the com- 
pletion of the Students’ Union 
Building. After five years, the 
Students’ Union. receives the sum of 
fifty dollars. for each policy pur- 
chased. under the plan. This. fifty 
dollars is actually the sum of the 
yearly dividends of about two and 
one-half dollars which, instead of 
being) paid to the purchaser of ‘the 
policy, are donated in one lump: sum 
to the Students’ Union after the 
policy has run for five: years.

Blackwell To Give 
Talk On Africa 
Thurs. In Con Hall 


Mr. Justice Leslie Blackwell of 
the Supreme Court of South Africa, 
Pretoria, will address a_ public 
meeting in Convocation Hall, Uni- 
versity of Alberta, at 8:15 p.m. on 
Thursday, March 20, 1952, on “The 
Africa I know.” 


Mr. Blackwell is an outstanding 
South African who, apart from his 
distinguished legal career, has been 
very active in the political life of 
his country. Formerly one of Field 
Marshal. Smuts’ confidents, he was a 
member of South Africa’s Parlia- 
ment from 1915 to 1943 when he be- 
came a _ member of the Supreme 
Court. He is the author of “African 
Occasions,” 1938; “Farewell to Par- 
liament,” 1946; and “This is South 
Africa,” 1947. 

Justice Blackwell’s address 
has been authorized by the Board 
of Governors of the University on 
the recommendation of the Deans’ 
Council for the benefit of students 
at the University and for the gen- 
eral public.

Program opened with two soprano 
solos sung by Miss Marjorie Harper. 
A sweet tone and good enunciation 
were evident in both of the rather 
short numbers, The high notes were 
a little strained and the dynamics 
weak, but her performance. was 
pleasing nevertheless: 


More dynamic and rhythmic color 
should also be developed by pianist 
Kay Greene, especially for per- 
forming Beethoven, whose Sonatas 
possess great orchestral potentiali- 
ties. The Spanish dance by Iturbi, 
“Pequena Danza Espanola”, a new 
and noved number, was well done. 

Miss Jeanne Rogers displayed 
brilliant technique in two colora- 
tura songs, but the Mozart aria 
seemed to lack fluidity and feeling. 
Certainly a difficult number, there 
was some trouble in breathing, and 
one felt the lack of feeling behind 
the words. The Country Song was 
far better. because of the gaiety in 
voice and expression. 


The Clarinet quintet was disap- 
pointing, but they should certainly 
be encouraged. Hampered by weak 
technique and. probably lack of 
practise they didn’t do justice to 
Mozart. Still there are very few 
chamber music groups and conse- 
quently this type of music is much 
neglected. Poor intonation and Jack 
of tone color were the main weak- 
nesses. 

Final artist was Bruce Haack, who 
played two of his own numbers, 
“Chippewa” and “Tango”. In a 
very modern idiom, they were quite 
captivating to the audience. Con- 
temporary compositions are always 
very interesting, and these are very

ISS Meeting Discusses Plans 
To Bring Korean To Alberta 


Relief aid for students in war- 
torn Burma, and participation in a 
project to bring a Korean student 
to study at the University of Al- 
berta were projects decided on last 
week by a meeting of the Alberta 
committee of International Student 
Service. 


Meeting also heard plans for the 
ISS seminar, and discussed plans for 
next year’s committee. 


Chairman David McDonald an- 
nounced that total receipts from the 
December, 1951 campaign totalled 
approximately $800, to which was 
added the Waw-Waw dance profit, 
$100, bringing the total to $900. Still 
to come are the profits from the 
ri inadaielateed panhellenic song- 
est. 


Of this $900 sum, national and 
local ISS administration claims = 
and $100 respectively, leaving $480 
to be administered. To this is added 
the 1950-51 bank balance of $405, 
giving a total of funds to be ad- 
ministered from Alberta of $885. 

Last week’s meeting made the 
following decisions (figures are ap- 
proximate): 

(1) $200 to help bring a Korean 
student here for one year’s ‘study. 
This project is being sponsored by 
the Student Christian Movement, 
which is raising a total of $1,000 for 
the plan. (SCM has already raised 
$350 from voluntary turning over 
of Christmas earnings by students, 
and from contributions.) Negotia- 
tions are at present under way, an 
a Korean student, probably in the 
faculty of agriculture, will be here 
in the autumn. The local ISS com- 
mittee felt this was a way in which 
Alberta ISS could finally do some- 
thing about bringing a foreign stu- 
dent here, not having had enough 
to finance a DP. or exchange

scholarship. 


(2) $340 was allocated for specific 
use by World University Service 
(ISS’ parent body) to assist needy 
students and refugees at. universi- 
ties in Burma. The student popu- 
lation of Burma is centred in Ran- 
goon and Mandalay. They are 
crammed into few buildings with in- 
sufficient facilities, due largely to 
Second World War bombing and 
post-war upheavals. 

(3) 260 was allotted to the general 
fund of World University Service, 
for allocation as..WUS sees fit in 
its basic projects in Asia and 
Europe. 

The committee meeting concluded 
by considering further methods of 
aiding students from other countries 
already on this campus. ,

One, and possibly two, University 
of: Alberta students will be flying to 
India this summer to attend the fifth 
international summer seminar, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
last week by David McDonald, Al- 
berta committee chairman of Inter- 
national Student Service. 

The Alberta students will receive 
scholarships including free board, 
room and tuition for the five-week 
program, and travel expenses to 
and from India. 

Last week’s Gateway carried a 
general story on plans for. the 
seminar.) 

The seminar is to be held from 
May 28 to July 2, according to Mr. 
McDonald. However, he stated that 
latest word from ISS Canadian 
headquarters in Toronto is that the 
seminar may be during a slightly 
later period of the summer, to en- 
able Canadian medical students, who 
are late in finishing their scholastic 
year, to attend the seminar. 

Application forms are now avail- 
able*in the Students’ Union office, 
said the chairman, They are to be 
filled out in duplicate and turned in 
by Tuesday, March 11. 

Selection of the delegate or dele- 
gates will be made by the middle of 
March. The selection committee 
consists of President Andrew Stew- 
art (who is-also a national vice- 
president of ISS), Dr. D. B. Scott, 
of the physics department, Students’ 
Union President Peter Lougheed, 
ISS Chairman McDonald, and ISS 
Vice-Chairman Frances Suter. The 
latter two are former seminar dele- 
gates. 

“Good scholarship and leadership 
‘qualities are the first things to look 
for when choosing delegates,” Mc- 
Donald told The Gateway.

learning leading to degree courses. 
Purposes of the tour would be to 
enable Canadian and Russian stu- 
dents to meet and discuss problems 
of mutual interest, and to enable 
Russian students to observe Cana- 
dian student life while visiting 
Canadian campi and institutions of 
higher learning. Such a tour would, 
if possible, be followed by a re- 
ciprocal tour of Russia by Canadian 
students. 


In each case, the cost of trans- 
portation from one country to the 
other would be paid by the visiting 
delegation, and the tour expenses 
by the host country. Since NFCUS 
cannot finance a Russian tour across 
Canada, the students’ councils of the 
Canadian universities would have 
to do it. 

Coincident with a Canada-wide 
discussion of the proposed clearly 
defined student visit, the Interna- 
tional Affairs Commission of NFCUS 
will prepare a technical report deal- 
ing with all the organizational, gov- 
ernmental, financial, travel and 
other problems of the tour. These 
will include writing to the Russian 
stuednt organization and discussing 
it with them, to be sure that the 
tour meets with its approval. The 
possibility that such visits should 
be reciprocal will also be discussed, 
and consideration given to what 
assistance could be rendered by 
each of the student groups to facili- 
tate such a tour and assistance for 
entry into each other’s country by 
the student delegations. 

Also, contacts will have to be 
made with the responsible Canadian 
authorities to determine the neces- 
sary arrangements for such a tour. 
The National Conference of Cana- 
dian Universities will be informed 
of the details of the proposed visit 
which will be discussed with them.
